Summary of Record of Interview Requirements 



Manual of Patent Examining Procedure (MPEP). Section 713.04, Substance of Interview Must be Made of Record 

A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview. 

Title 37 Code of Federal Regulations (CFR) § 1.133 Interviews 
Paragraph (b) 

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.1 11, 1 .1 35. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants' representatives discussed with the new Examiner of 
record, and an additional Examiner, the current status of the application and the current rejection of independent claim 
1 as presented in the Office Action mailed December 15, 2005 by the previous Examiner of record. The Examiners 
discussed with the Applicants' representatives how the Cameron reference applies to independent claim 1, and how 
Cameron and Bendinelli both apply to independent claim 1 as well. Although no agreement was specifically reached, it 
was suggested to the Applicants' representatives to more specifically claim the features or characteristics of the 
segmented display as shown in Fig. 3 of the Applicants' disclosure, as well as the distribution means for producing the 
segmented display of Figure 3, in order to attempt to overcome the prior art of record, specifically the Cameron and 
Bendinelli references.
